Plans for celebrating Cana¬ 
da's 125th birthday in Didsbury 
are in place. 

Gary Trippel, Town of 
Didsbury Ecnonomic Develop¬ 
ment Officer and Downhome 
Didsbury organizer, said a 
number of local talents and 
entertainment is scheduled for 
the celebration to be held 
Wednesday, July 1. 

"This is just a continuation 
of the Downhome Didsbury 
event which was started in 
1991," he said. "This year we 
are just adding the 125th birth¬ 
day and making it a little bit 
larger." 

A new event at this year's 
celebration will be a model 
plane flying demonstration by 
the Didsbury RC flyers. Trippel 
said the club will be showing off 
their planes and flying tech¬ 
niques from 1 to 4 p.m. at the 
model plane flying field north¬ 
west of town. 

Local talent will also be 
showcased during the day-long 
activities. Groups like the 
Didsbury School Band, Beside 
Manners and the Didsbury 
Dance Group will be entertain¬ 
ing along with individuals like 
Tony Sylvestre, Brenda Cipper- 
ly and Sonny Sherman from 6 
to 10:45 p.m. along 20th Street 
between 18th and 20th Aven¬ 
ues which will be closed to traf¬ 
fic during the activities. 

Other events will begin at 1 
p.m. with face painting, stupid 
pet tricks, caricature drawings 
and games for kids of all ages. A 
color guard and hay rides will 
also be on hand. 

Also, as part of the birthday 
celebration, elevator movies 
will be featured again on June

water along two 6 inch pipes 
towards the lagoon. Storey said 
the engineers will review the 
data and determine whether 
the siphons will have to be 
replaced or a new piece of line 
will have to be installed. 

Engineering reports on the 
problem will be presented to 
council at their next meeting on 
July 7. 


Rosebud Valley near Highway 
2A had been identified in a 
sewage study completed in 
1989. Previous problems with 
backup in the West Heights 
area had led to the construction 
of a new 18 inch line along the 
south side of town. 

But the overflow last week 
showed that the problem prob¬ 
ably lies with the siphon sys¬ 
tem which forces the sewage

A sewage flooding problem 
near the east side of town is 
again under study after heavy 
rains last week caused raw 
sewage to flow into the Rose¬ 
bud Creek. 

Town Administrator Mike 
Storey said town engineers will 
again look in to the problem 
after sewage overflowed at a 
manhole east of the town on 


the west side of the creek. 

"We had pulled some con¬ 
crete and stuff out of that line 
earlier," he said. "But the 
engineers had to do some flow 
testing to see the rates during 
heavy rain storms. Now we 
have a good indication," he 
said. 

The problem of backup 
along the sewer line which 
flows to the lagoon in the 
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They say that the first step toward recovery is in admitting that 
you have a problem. So, O.K. I have a problem. My Name is 
Noreen Olson and I am a bedding plant addict. 

I have an uncontrollable obsession, some terrible compulsion, 
an inexorable force that guides my faltering footsteps through often 
grimy portals and into the humid, sweet scented, tropical fecundity 
of any greenhouse I can find. It drives me from outlet to outlet in a 
search for just 4 more flats of petunias, 2 more trays of allyssm, and 
perhaps a dozen tall marigolds. "What, you are all out of petunias, 
allyssm and marigolds? Well, I see you have some nice snapdragons 
and those livingstone daisies look healthy. I have never had mimulis 
before and one can always find a spot for a few pansies and WOW 
is that a gorgeous gazania." 

I have succumbed to the charms of every greenhouse in this 
county and over the years I have purchased plants at Ponoka, 
Lacombe, Red Deer, Innisfail, Bowden and Balzac. I have, of 
course, visited Golden Acres and Sunnyside Greenhouses in 
Calgary and I have asked relatives to pick up bargain plants at 
Woodwards (they weren't that great). I have purchased plants in 
grocery stores and in sidewalk sales. I've bought them out of the 
back of a pickup truck for heaven's sake and I have paid the ransom 
on sad looking, leggy, limp, root bound specimens because I felt 
sorry for them and knew that if I didn't buy them they would die. 
And did the orphan plants reward me with glorious bloom? No. And 
did I learn anything from this? No. Because next time maybe they 
will burst into glorious bloom. You can't tell with plants, they are 
'/icky and sneaky and unpredictable. 

I usually begin the garden season with some semblance of good 
sense. "Because of the new house," I told my sister-in-law," I think 
I'll just concentrate on revitalizing the old flower beds, bring in 
some new earth and make a major effort towards weed control so 
that when the old house comes down I can plan the new landscap¬ 
ing without fighting the chickweed, groundsel and henbit that have 
crept into the west bed." 

"Sounds like a good plan,” she replied, "and I have lots of 
geraniums started in case you want some color on the deck." 

When the west bed was all cleaned up it looked so nice that I 
decided that nasturtiums would do well tumbling over the logs I had 
used for edging and if I was planting nasturtiums anyway I might as 
well put some in the raised bed at the corner of the old house and 
some in the tubs by the firepit. With the geraniums on the deck and 
the nasturtiums thriving in their various areas the east bed began to 
look somewhat forlorn and when the grape hyacinth finished in the 
round bed under the kitchen window it looked pretty ratty out 
there too. "Maybe a few petunias," I said, "and some allyssm and 
I'd better get some impatiens for the big boxes under the spruce 
tree and how about some trailing lobelia to go in with the 
geraniums." 

There was a lot of winter kill this year and when I had cut down 
the potentilla from the centre bed there was a big blank space. 
"Maybe a few asters," I thought, "and some snapdragons or pan¬ 
sies." I got all 3 and they had some lovely, healthy bachelor buttons 
and they were my Grandma's favorite flower. 

I was short a few petunias in the east bed, I would just get two 
more baskets. They had a deal on petunias, 5 baskets for the price 
of 4, their gazanias were gorgeous and on sale as well. A bit of blue 
mink would be pretty with the Iceland poppies and are those liv¬ 
ingstone daisies and mercy me, I had forgotten portulaca for the big 
tub by the doghouse. 

I am a bedding plant junkie, a greenhouseaholic, a petunia 
freak, an allyssm addict. If there is a support group for us I want 
their number. If there is no group maybe I could begin one. 

But meanwhile if I just had 2 dozen more allyssm to edge the 
east bed I think I could quit on my own.

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Town council notes

The Didsbury Town Council 
voted at their last meeting to 
officially recognize Keith Mullen 
for his contributions to the town 

Mullen, a Didsbury farmer, 
will be recognized for his 
assistance in establishing a 
tourism program within the town 
as well as for his help in putting 
together the Canada Day celebra¬ 
tion which has become an annual 
event. 

Town council voted to 
temporarily close 20th Street 
between 18th Avenue and 20th 
Avenue on July 1. 

The road will be closed to 
traffic that day between 4 and 
midnight to allow for community 
activities to celebrate Downhome 
Didsbury Day and Canada's 
125th birthday. 

The Didsbury FCSS will be 
supporting a Preventative Pro¬ 
gram Coordinator position at the 
Didsbury High School next year 

Town Council was told the 
FCSS will give the program close 
to $4,430 to help pay for the 
position in the school between 
September and December of this 
year and $8,771 for the position 
from January 1 to August 31 in 
1993. 

FCSS support for the pro¬ 
gram is conditional on the 
program supporting 20 per cent 
of their own costs. The actual 
amount of the grant for the 
Preventative Program Coordina¬ 
tor is also conditional on the 
amount of FCSS funds the town 
receives from the provincial 
government next year. 

A proposal to establish a 
beer garden for an Elks ball 
tournament has been supported 
by town council. 

The E Iks made the proposal 
at the last council meeting in the 
hopes council would support their 
bid to obtain a liquor licence 

Money made from the sale of 
beer at the tournament will be 
used to purchase playground 
equipment for West Heights Park 
in Didsbury. 

F inal payment of the provin¬ 
cial AMPLE grant has been 
received by the Town of 
Didsbury. 

The grant in the amount of 
$261,000 was divided up among 
various community projects. 

Didsbury Town Administra¬ 
tor Mike Storey said $123,500 
was put into the proposed curling 
rink reserve, $49,500 was put 
towards the swimming pool fund 
and $39,421 was put into the 
operating subsidization fund 

Storey said the AMPLE 
program was intended to run 
until 1995, but the province 
decided to pay out the remainder 
of the funds this year In 1991, 


Storey said council had voted to 
replace the outgoing grant with a 
portion of a mill and the money 
incoming until 1995 was to be 
used to subsidize taxes 

The rest of the AMPLE 
payout will go into a reserve fund 
to collect interest. A portion of 
that money will be used in the 
town's budget every year until 
the AMPLE funds are entirely 
replaced by the mill rate. 

A resolution to make a 
donation to STARS was passed at 
the last meeting of the Didsbury 
town council. 

A grant of $4,264 will be 
given to the Shock Trauma Air 
Rescue Society on behalf of the 
town. 

Town Administrator Mike 
Storey said a portion of the 
Transportation Assistance grant 
received from the province every 
year is set aside to help fund this 
vital rural service which helps 
ensure the survival of accident 
victims by getting them to 
appropriate treatment as quickly 
as possible 

The town receives a little 
over $10,000 a year under this 
grant. Some of the funding also 
goes to the hospital for emer¬ 
gency transportation and to the 
Mountain View Association for 
the Mentally Handicapped 

A proposal to fill the new 
reservoir at the Didsbury Golf 
Course with water from a fire 
hydrant in West Heights has 
been turned down by the 
Didsbury Town Council. 

The Golf Club Association 
had asked that over 3 million 
gallons of water be taken from 
the town's reserve of potable 
water for the reservoir at an 
estimated cost of $6,000 

But council decided filling a 
reservoir was not a good use of 
potable water and refused the 
request. Water to fill the pond 
will need to be taken from the 
course's own water well. 

The Town of Didsbury will 
appeal the conviction of the 
owner of a bull terrior who 
attacked a woman and her dog in 
a Didsbury park last May. 

Council will seek to have the 
dog ordered destroyed as a result 
of the attack, rather than 
allowing the owner to only pay 
$120 in fines as had originally 
been imposed by a provincial 
court judge earlier this month 

The woman attacked by the 
dog is also circulating a petition 
calling for the dog's death. 

The purchase of town land 
beside the post office is hinging 
on the purchaser's agreement to 
destroy the building that now 
occupies the land

Pool decision praised 


Dear Editor: 

I am writing in response to 
Mrs. Robert H Ross' letter to the 
editor which appears in the J une 
16 issue of The Didsbury Review 
Mrs. Ross expressed dismay over 
the results of the plebiscite on 
Didsbury's new pool. 

Her first comments concern¬ 
ed the results of the plebiscite 
where 62% of the voters were in 
favor of the pool. She believes 
that "in a truly just society, the 
will of the majority should not. . . 
force the minority to pay. . . ." 
As far as individual rights go, a 
democracy is not a "just 
society," however, we live in a 
democracy, and a democracy is a 
state in which the government 
rests directly with the majority of 
its citizens. People who do not 
like a "majority rules" system 
have the freedom to live 
elsewhere. The privilege of living 
in a particular community means 
sharing the expenses. A demo- 
cractic system means the individ¬ 
ual can choose where to live. If 
that individual does not want to 
share the expenses, he or she can 
move to a different community. 
(Personally, I was more concern¬ 
ed with the poor voter turn-out.) 

Mrs Ross is also concerned 


that "prospective residents may . 

. . decide to look for a less costly 
location " That again, is their 
choice. However, I believe that 
prospective residents will see the 
new swimming pool as an 
advantage, not a tax burden My 
family certainly did. 

Now someone will say, 
"yeah, she lives in the country. 
Her taxes won't go up." That 
may be true, but concerned rural 
citizens could send a $100.00 
cheque once a year to the BOP to 
show their support and willing¬ 
ness to accept the financial 
expenses in their preferred 
community. 

More public services in a 
community means more people, 
and to serve those people, more 
business services will develop, 
and the more business services, 
the healthier the community, and 
that is a benefit for all residents 
and the people who frequent that 
community. 

Mrs. Ross is concerned 
about the farm and business 
bankruptcies One reason there 
are bankruptcies is because 
people are not spending, and 
managers of operations (business 
and farmers) extend themselves 
too far Just because Didsbury

2) Supporting the Canadian 
Wheat Board in the principles of 


pooling 

3) Urging and encouraging 
other methods be used in settling 
labour disputes other than a 
strike action 

4) The teaching profession 
be an essential service. 

5) Services consideration to 
the changes to the Young 
Offenders' Act. 

6) The addition of CPR and 
first-aid courses to the present 
school curriculum. 

7) The standardization of 
one safety-belt mechanism de¬ 
sign to be used by car and truck 
manufacturers alike. 

Alberta Women's Institutes 
endorsed resolutions dealing 
with: 


1) Maintaining the support 
of ambulance and rescue services 
in the rural community.

Reformer optimistic about election chances

Recently elected Reform 
Party candidate Myron Thomp¬ 
son is comfortable with his 
chances for the upcoming federal 
election 

Thompson, who took the 
nomination to run as the Reform 
candidate in the Wild Rose 
constituency over his nearest 
competitor Bert Brown on J une 
13 said he is much more calm 
about the federal election than 
he was with the nominations. 

"I feel much more confident 
about the upcoming election than 
I did about the one that just 
passed," he said. "I knew that 


one would be tough because 
there were alot of great people on 
that ballot." 

But Thompson, former may¬ 
or of Sundre and insurance 
salesman, said he has much work 
to do before the election despite 
his confidence. 

"I really want to get out and 
talk toalot of people," he said "I 
want to get out into the 
constituency and broaden the 
base I want to talk about 
people's ideas, meet with the 
farmers and the oilmen and see 
what they want and what they 
think about government involve¬ 
ment in their industries." 


Thompson, who has been 
branded a "redneck" by some 
for his harsh beliefs about crime 
and punishment, said he also 
plans to work towards changing 
the treatment of criminals in the 
criminal system 

"It seems the emphasis is on 
doing all we can for the criminal, 
trying to get them rehabilitated 
But we are having alot of 
problems with repeat offenders," 
he said. "We need to protect the 
innocent." 

Thompson said he doesn't 
believe the laws need to be 
changed, but only that judges 
need to lean towards handing out 


heavier sentences. 

"In all the laws there are 
minimum and maximum sen¬ 
tences and the judges just need 
to lean towards the maximum 
rather than the minimum like 
they have been doing." 

Thompson said his biggest 
plan for helping out the Wild 
Rose riding is to talk to the 
people so that he knows the kind 
of issues they want him to 
represent in Ottawa 

"I believe strongly in giving 
the people what they want and I 
support the referendum on the 
constitution," he said. "I think 
we are going to be surprised by 


the number of people who come 
out strongly in favor of unity. I 
personally don't believe Quebec 
should separate I think we all 
need to look at ourselves again 
and see just how great a country 
we are." 

But before starting his tour 
around the riding to talk to the 
people, (over 4,000 of which are 
registered Reform Party mem¬ 
bers) Thompson said he plans to 
take a little break after the rigors 
of the election. 

"I'm going to take a week off 
right now and do some medita¬ 
ting and some thinking Then I'll 
just be raring to go."

Agriculture matters 


Cash flow and safety nets 
By Bill McK night, Minister of 
Canadian Agriculture 

Agriculture Canada recently 
released its farm income projec¬ 
tions Realized net farm income 
for 1992 is expected to reach 
$4.54 billion nationally, up 40 per 
cent from last year and the 
second highest income since 
1980 

Some of this increase can be 
attributed to an improvement in 
markets and that is heartening 
news. But the fact is that this 
increase is due largely to higher 
government program payments 
that are offsetting lower market 
receipts and higher operating 
costs. 

I know all of us would rather 
see this income coming from the

marketplace What is encourag¬ 
ing about these numbers, how¬ 
ever, is that they demonstrate 
that the improvements we have 
been making to our farm income 
safety net system are taking hold 
and making a difference. 

It's still the early days for 
both the Gross Revenue Insur¬ 
ance Plan (GRIP) and the Net 
Income Stabilization Account 
(NISA). We've had to do some 
finetuning in the year since we 
introduced them and we can 
count on doing more as we work 
at making them available to all 
farmers. 

As part of this transition, 
last year we introduced Farm 
Support and Adjustment Mea¬ 
sures (FSAM I and II), $14 
billion in direct federal support to

maintain cash flow while GRIP 
and NISA were being implement¬ 
ed. 

Already this year, safety net 
programs have put approximate¬ 
ly $300 million into the hands of 
farmers. These programs will 
deliver another $1.3 billion to 
farmers before harvest 

Over the 1991-92 crop year, 
GRIP and NISA alone are 
expected todeliver over $2 billion 
to farmers. 

These programs are helping 
to get money to farmers when 
they need it. Our safety net 
programs this year will account 
for about 31 per cent of cash flow, 
compared to 19 per cent last year 
These programs are intro¬ 
ducing some of the longer-term 
income stability that farmers and 



governments were looking- for 
when they designed them 

The predictability we are 
trying to achieve in these 
programs is important. These are 
anxious times for the family farm 
business. Programs like GRIP 
and NISA are providing farmers 
with a more secure foothold as 
they adapt to the changing 
marketplace. 

As federal and provincial 
governments identify funds, I 


would like to see these programs 
made available to every farmer 
across the country. Before we get 
there, more improvements will 
have to be made. The federal 
government is now working with 
the provinces and farm organiza¬ 
tions through a number of 
committees to make these im¬ 
provements, and to pave the way 
for the extension of GRIP and 
NISA.
